2. — GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Arrangements. — Bacteriological  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  tbe  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston. 
The  arrangements  are  satisfactory,  a  report  being  received  on 
every  examination. 

Two  chemical  examination  reports  were  obtained  during  the 
year,  both  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

3. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — Part  I  of  the  Council’s  Water  Supply 
Extensions  and  Reconstruction  Scheme  was  substantially  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year  and  the  Parishes  of  Dalton,  Parbold, 
Shevington  and  Wrightington  (including  the  Hill  Dale,  High 
Moor,  Mossy  Lea  and  Appley  Bridge  areas)  are  now  served  with 
a  bulk  supply  of  upland  surface  water  from  Wigan  County 
Borough  through  their  new  Prospect  Reservoir  and  mains 
supplying  the  Heinz  Factory  at  Kitt  Green.  Supplies  of  water 
from  springs  and  Beechwood  Colliery  have  been  abandoned.  The 
Wrightington  Hospital  Reservoir  was  purchased  and  is  used  for 
additional  storage. 

The  Official  Opening  of  Part  I  of  the  Scheme  was  performed 
at  the  new  Pump  House  in  Back  Lane,  Shevington  Moor,  on  20th 
August,  1958,  by  the  Mayor  of  Wigan  (Councillor  Ralph  Fisher). 

Work  on  Part  II  of  the  Water  Supply  Extensions  and  Re¬ 
construction  Scheme  was  commenced  on  30th  June,  1958.  This 
will  extend  watermains  in  Dalton,  Parbold  and  Wrightington 
to  premises  which  rely  on  private  supplies  and  will  complete 
certain  ring  feeds  for  improved  distribution.

Tipping  is  carried  out  on 
agricultural  land  when  suitable,  or  otherwise  into  the  public 
sewer. 

SEWERAGE. 

A  joint  Agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Aspull 
Urban  District  Council  and  Wigan  Corporation  for  the  sewage 
from  the  six  cottages  Nos.  1 — 6,  Stone  Row  and  the  eleven 
dwelling-houses  in  the  Toddington  Lane  area  of  the  Parish  of 
Haigh  to  be  received  into  the  sewers  of  the  Aspull  Urban  District 
Council  and  this  work  has  been  completed. 
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An  Agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Chorley  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  sewage  from 
the  Mossy  Lea  area  of  the  Parish  of  Wrightington  and  during 
the  year  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
approved  the  scheme  for  the  carrying  out,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £47,000,  such  works  as  will  provide  for  the  satisfactory  drainage 
of  property  abutting  on  Mossy  Lea  Road  over  the  length  extending 
from  the  house  known  as  “  Marston  ”  at  the  southern  end  and 
northwards  through  Mossy  Lea  and  Wrightington  Bar  to  the 
Heskin/ Wrightington  boundary,  including  certain  properties  in 
the  Tunley  Lane,  Broadhurst  Lane  and  Church  Lane  areas.  The 
Council  have  been  authorised  to  invite  tenders  for  the  work. 

A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Parbold  (including 
the  Hill  Dale  area  of  the  Parish  of  Wrightington  and  part  of  the 
Higher  Lane  area  of  the  Parish  of  Dalton)  is  in  course  of 
preparation.

Two  cases  of  insufficient  sanitary  conveniences  were  found, 
one  of  which  was  remedied.  Two  cases  of  unsuitable  or  defective 
sanitary  conveniences  (Section  7)  were  found  and  remedied.
